A permit revision will not be required for increases in emissions that are
authorized by allowances acquired pursuant to the acid rain program, if the
increases do not require a permit revision under another applicable requirement.

A limit will not be placed on the number of allowances held by the source. The
source may not, however, use allowances as a defense to noncompliance with
another applicable requirement.

An allowance shall be accounted for according to the procedures established in
regulations promulgated under Title IV of the Clean Air Act.
